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Take care, say police 
after car crime spate 


POLICE are urging extra vigilance after a spate 
of car thefts in which several older 4x4 s and 
other vehicles were broken into in the Chard 
and Crewkerne areas. 

The targeted vehicles were generally those 
with manually, key-operated door locks. They 
include a Nissan Micra and a Volvo, as well as 
several 4x4s. 

Thieves have also broken into a number of 
vans to try to steal tools and other equipment. 

Incidents have occurred in the Crewkerne, 
Chard, He wish, Clapton and Woolminstone 
areas over the past three weeks. 

Crewkerne’s Neighbourhood Beat Manager, 
PC Pete Paskin, said: “We are keen to make 
people aware of these incidents and encourage

them to take crime prevention precautions 
whenever possible. 

“We would also ask people to contact us if 
they see anyone acting suspiciously in the area. 

“We are committed to identifying the offend¬ 
ers of these crimes and bringing them to justice. 
We are currently following up a number of lines 
of enquiry, including conducting forensic re¬ 
search.” 

There are a number of steps motorists are ad¬ 
vised to take to help deter thieves. These in¬ 
clude: 


• Lock the doors, windows, boot and sunroof 
every time you leave your car - however briefly 

• Never leave anything on display, valuable or 
not, as the cost of replacing a broken window 
is often far more than the value of goods stolen 

• Park in designated, busy and well-lit places, 
avoiding isolated and dark parking spots, par¬ 
ticularly overnight 

• Take belongings with you, but lock every¬ 
thing out of sight in the boot if that is not pos¬ 
sible 

• Always remove tools and other items from 
vans and work vehicles overnight, and lock 
trailers away wherever possible.

Eleven-year-old Eva 
Perry, a member of the RSPB, said it felt quite amazing 
to hold Red the American Harris Hawk as did James 
Derham, also 11, who commented the bird was much 
lighter than he thought. He was visiting with his grand¬ 
parents and his grandmother Katherine had held Red the 
previous year, which made it all the more special. 

Also popular regulars were the National Animal Wel¬ 
fare Trust Heaven’s Gate dog agility team who put on 
their usual energetic and amusing display. 

They had three dogs really in need of a home with 
them: Poppy a three year old Staffordshire bull terrier 
who loves people and is taking being in kennels very 
badly; Arthur a 12 month old lurcher with the ears of a 
Pharoah hound who was found straying on Glaston¬ 
bury Tor; and Pixie a six year old foxhound. 

The fair is a charity event hosted by Alice and Julian 
Kennard, raising over £20,000 last year and the benefi¬ 
ciaries were once again Marie Curie Cancer care and 
the Royal Agricultural Benevolent Institute - both rep¬ 
resented among the stalls on the lawns.

Progress being made on 
proposed llton sports field 


FOLLOWING a two-day public consultation a steering 
group has been formed to progress the acquisition of land 
for a sports field in llton, near Ilminster. 

The village has been trying to obtain a sports field for 
many years. The visionary plan proposes using seed 
monies, combining funds already obtained by the parish 
council and those pledged by the Warren Trust, together 
with their support to secure substantial additional funding 
to deliver top class facilities. 

Vice-chairman of llton Parish Council, Lee Hart, is also 
acting as chairman of the steering group working on the 
development. 

He said: “The shared vision is for sports pitches, a 
multi-use games area, changing rooms and parking, along 
with six modestly sized new houses and three bam-con- 
version type houses in place of some existing run-down 
barns, all of which are subject to the usual planning 
process. 

“The consultation enabled the members of the parish to 
come and talk to us to see what we are aiming to achieve 
on the land and it was very well received by the commu¬ 


nity. 

“We are very excited by the prospect of a fantastic 
sports facility that has been lacking in llton. 

“We are working closely with community groups, 
South Somerset District Council and the current 
landowner, the Warren Trust, to deliver this vision and 
give kids and adults somewhere decent to kick a ball 
around, as well as a venue for other sports and events that 
will prove to be an enormous asset to our village and the 
surrounding area. 

“Once we have this in place, we can then proceed with 
our plans to upgrade the existing play area too.” 

District councillor Sue Steele added: “The opportunity 
for llton community to achieve its goal of excellent sports 
fields, catering for all ages, is a very exciting project. For 
it to succeed it will need the continued support of the 
parish council, village hall, llton Cricket Club, The War¬ 
ren Trust, the district council the people of llton.” 

An application for planning permission is expected to 
be submitted in the next three months.

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A passion for trees 



TREES are something very special to Graham 
Wheeler. When he decided to take a different 
path in life after years designing and making re¬ 
production furniture, he re-trained in forestry to 
become closer to the living part of an element he 
had worked with for so long. 

Born near Glastonbury, Graham trained in art 
and design at Somerset College and became a 
designer at Josiah Wedgewood in Stoke on Trent. 

Buying furniture for the family home, devel¬ 
oped into buying and restoring for friends and 
progressed to two factories employing 60 people 
and supplying the American interior design mar¬ 
ket. 

Several moves in life had taken Grahm all the 
way up to Cumbria but in April this year he de¬ 
cided to get back to his roots and moved to 
Drimpton where he is establishing himself locally 
as a tree surgeon, specialising in garden tree 
management and topiary. 


• WHY does reproduction 
furniture need old wood? 

It is to do with the colour and 
grain patterns, free grown trees, 
before the days of plantations have a 
different grain and that is the subtle differ¬ 
ence between the genuine and reproduction. 

• HOW did the English furniture translate to 
American taste? 

They liked the Regency and Georgian style but we 
had to re-proportion some of it, tables had to be 
longer and lower and cabinets re-designed to ac¬ 
commodate TVs. 

We used to sell on the fact that it was English and 
about 80 per cent of it was decorated. It was a great 
business and I dealt with some lovely people. I was 
surprised at the vacuum it left when I sold. 

• WHAT is you preferred line of work now? 

I have chosen to specialise more in garden work 
rather than large plantations. I am not as young as I 
used to be and have tended to specialise in the more 
technical side of pruning and tree care. 

I got launched into topiary on the estates in Cum¬ 
bria where trees are frighteningly tall, it seemed to 
combine my aesthetic side and understanding of 
trees quite nicely. 

I am looking forward to more topiary work down 
here where there is a broader band of species and 
seems to be more of the Victorian abstract style, also 
Japanese cloud grooming.

# WHAT is the highest you have ever climbed? 

Some friends and I climbed Mount Elbrus, the high¬ 
est in the Caucasus in Russia, over 5,600 metres. It 
was part of a training schedule to climb Mount 
McKinley in Alaska. 

I never made it there because I blew a cruciate lig¬ 
ament when I was skiing and missed it but the lads 
went and barely made it back. They were caught out 
by the weather just below the top and became the 
highest altitude helicopter rescue ever. One lost 
most of his leg to frostbite, and they nearly didn't 
make it back at all. 

# IF you could meet anybody who would it be? 

Einstein, just to see how the man's mind worked, if 
he had the monopoly on free thinking or if we all 
have the capacity for it. 

# WHAT would be your three essentials on a 
desert island? 

A fishing rod definitely, a good knife and a flint to 
make fire with.

It was the One Tree Exhibition when they took the 
oak from Tatton Park and showed the volume of 
work that could be made from one tree. 

It is every cabinet maker's dream to 
use every part of a tree, I used to A 
buy bits of a tree and plank it 
and leave it until I had some¬ 
thing to use it for but for A 
restoration I had to use re¬ 
claimed timber. I put myself 
through a BSc in forestry 
and got a Royal Forestry cer¬ 
tificate. 


• DO you like heights? 

I love climbing and used to do a lot of rock climbing 
and a lot of the work I did in Cumbria was disman¬ 
tling trees from the top. 

• WHAT is your favourite species to shape? 

Yew is probably the most common and prolific of all 
the topiary species, it's variable but holds its form 
and you can cut it very tight - box doesn't take it so 
well. 


• WHO would you say has inspired you? 

David Douglas, he had the Douglas fir named after 
him and toured from Vancouver to California look¬ 
ing for trees. 

I read his biography and found it absolutely fasci¬ 
nating - how the Native Americans guided him 
across their land. I thought it would make the best 
costume drama ever and even looked into it, trying 
to contact the tribes but came up against a brick 
wall. I soon realised what a hot topic it still was.

Wonderful setting for 98th flower show

THANKS to the Eames family, the 98th Wambrook 
flower show went ahead in the wonderful setting of 
their ancient tithe barn this year, with the entries laid 
out in the barn itself and a selection of stalls in the 
courtyard. 

The organising committee were extremely grateful to 
the Eames’ and said it was more outside space than 
they had ever had at their previous location in the 
cricket school by the Cotley Inn. 

The show was opened by Libby Lister who read an 
address from her mother, Janet Stubbings the show 
president, who sadly died in June. 

It was a touching reflection on her years of involve¬ 
ment with the traditional event, with reference to a dog 
who stole the fruitcake and nine raspberries where 
there should have been 10, when the judges came 
around. 

She commented that it was a triumph that they had 
been going for nearly 100 years and the show repre¬ 
sented the ‘valuable and fragile thread’ of the commu¬ 
nity. 

The organisers said the inclement season had led to a 
few allowances on the produce table, with fewer num¬ 
bers of fruits and vegetables required to be judged and 
fewer entries in general but the quality was still good. 

In balance there was a huge effort on the baking side, 
including great rivalry in the chocolate cakes for the 
men only section, there were also more under fives than 
ever before and the longest stinging nettle contest had 
definitely benefited from the rain. 

Mary Perry was offering pony rides on Wilma the 23- 
year-old Shetland and teas were served outside under 
a gazebo on a thankfully dry and pleasant afternoon. 

The committee has raised thousands of pounds for 
charities over the years and managed to keep going de¬ 
spite the loss of all their equipment a couple of years 
ago when a tree struck their storage shed. 

A lottery grant got them back on their feet then, and 
community spirit has kept them on track ever since, 
they look forward to the centenary and beyond as long

Lack of Finals Day tickets 
frustrates Somerset fans 

SOMERSET sold their allocation of 
tickets for the FLt20 Finals Day 
within 48 hours of them going on 
sale, a situation which has led to 
frustration amongst members who 
were unable to secure tickets. 

The event, which take place at the 
SWALEC Stadium, Cardiff on August 
25th, is one of the showpieces of the 
county season. 

Somerset Chief Executive Guy 
Lavender said: "We are very disap¬ 
pointed that we can't meet the de¬ 
mand from our members who 
naturally want to go to see their side 
in action on August 25th. 

"We thought that our allocation of 
1,100 tickets as it was last year would 
suffice, and that to sell two per mem¬ 
ber was reasonable." 

The Chief Executive explained that 
this rationale was based on two fac¬ 
tors: "Firstly we had not sold out of 


our allocation in previous years and 
secondly we were unaware of the 
number of tickets that had been pre¬ 
sold, which in previous years has al¬ 
lowed tickets to be purchased direct 
from the host venue. 

"In addition, numbers are also gov¬ 
erned by the size of the stadium with 
a lower capacity at SWALEC than at 
other grounds." 

Several Somerset members have 
been in touch with the ECB regard¬ 
ing this situation in response to 
which English cricket's governing 
body has said: "A consideration when 
awarding the event to venues, has 
been to take the Finals Day to vari¬ 
ous parts of the country -to date, 
Trent Bridge, Edgbaston, Kia Oval, 
Rose Bowl and now Cardiff have 
been hosts. 

"This has helped leave a legacy of 
interest in t20 in these locations, 
which is intended to grow participa¬ 
tion in various ways, whether it be 
playing, umpiring, scoring or watch¬ 
ing the local first class county." 


"When determining the number of 
tickets made available to each partic¬ 
ipating county, the take-up of tickets 
by previous finalists is used to min¬ 
imise wastage. 

"Unfortunately, the take-up I refer 
to has not always been utilised by all 
counties, which has left the host with 
the unenviable task of trying to sell 
'returns'at the eleventh hour. 

"This has, on occasions, resulted in 
some seats being empty on the day 
itself, which is something that the 
ECB try and avoid at all costs. 

"Regrettably, this policy has had an 
unintended consequence in 2012 
with not enough tickets being avail¬ 
able to service the needs of the fan¬ 
tastic Somerset support." 

Although it will be of little consola¬ 
tion to fans who have missed out this 
year, the Finals Day returns to Edg¬ 
baston from 2013 for a minimum of 
four years, where there is a capacity 
of 25,000.
